DEATH OF GEORGE WASHINGTON.

The sudden death of Mr., George
Washington oceurred while the Gazette
was being put to press yesterday even-
ing, and only the bare announcement
was made.  He was sented at a table
in the Martha Washington cafe, north-
east cortier of King and Washington
streets, when death overtook him. The
deceased had ordered dinner and it had
just been placed before him when he
became ill.  Dr. 8. B. Moore, Dr. W,
A. Warfield and Dr. Llewellyn Powell,
were immediniely summoned, but upon
their arrival they announced that Mr.
Washington was dead. -~

Mr. Washington was a son of the
late George Washiugton, for many years
a prominent merchant in this city. He
wias about 49 years old.  About 25
years ago he was severely injured in a
railway wreck. Hewas the vietim of an-
other railway aceident about 12 vears
ago, when he fell beneath a moving
freight train at King aud Fayette streets
and lost his right arm. In recent years
he had been bookkeeper for George H.
Robinson’s Sons, dealers in cement,
lime and plaster.  The body was re-
moved to Demaine & Son’s undertaking
establisliment pending arrangements for
the funeral, which will 1ake place at o
o'clock tomoreow evening, . Moore,
the coroner, announesd that Mre, Wash-
inglon’s denth was due to a weak heart
and exliznstion from the heat.
